They showed 
liii sign.M of .surprise or alarm, rang the 
lii'll, and quietly ordered the servant 
.•iiih\v(;ring it to hand tho burglar over 
til ( 111! police. Tho burglar, in his turn, 
so taken back by this presence of 
mind and, coolness that he forgot to try 
to escape, arid allowed himself to bo 
pihioncd like a bird in a cage. 

Tiie rnctor of Kingwold, near Dover, 
Engliuid, has "Boycotted" the school- 
master. Tlie schoolmaster was requir- 
ed to marry, in order that hia wife 
.should teach the infant .school. To this j 
he had no objerMon ; on thn rnntrarv. 
lie was engaged to a young lady who 
was quite ready to enable him to com- 
ply with the requirements of his super- 
iijrs. The rector, however, learned 
that the lady was a non conformist, and 
before tho marriage took place he 
llireatened to expel the unhappy teach- 
er should he fulfill bis promise of mar- 
riage. The teacher had too much man- 
liness to submit to the bigoted priest, 
Ijiit, to remove all valid objection, he 
]iruiiosed that his sister should take 
eliarge of the infant school. The rec- 
tor, however, replied that even if the 
will) "bad nothing to do with the school 
bo would not considfer he would be do- 
ing biij duty if he did not raise his voice 
against the situation of master being 
held by a man who married a non-con- 
formist." 

For a week past tho French papers 
have been filled with reports of a most 
horrible case just tried in Bordeaux.

The 
Jewess, Rodiguez, a servant girl, Mari- 
anne, Laborde, and Henry each receives 
ten years ; a chemist, Henriquez, a man 
of 70, twenty yei.."^; an officer, Aptce, 
si.'c years and expulsion from the Le- 
gion of Hoiiour. Tho wildest excite- 
ment has reigned in Bordeau.x since 
the beginning of the trial. The mob 
more than once tried to lynch tho pris 
oners. 

There, are more Jews in Berlin than 
in the whole of England, or in tho 
whole of France. The ALayor of Ber- 
lin is a Jew, so wa.s the late President 
of tho German Parliament. Two-thirds 
of the Berlin lawyers are Jews; the 
whole of the so called Libfral press is in 
Jewish hands ; and the bankers, finan- 
ciers, and loading shopkeepers of the 
capital are of the same race. Li the 
watering places and health resorts of 
Germany the people who live in the 
best hotels and most luxurious villas, 
drive the finest equipages, and wear the 
most extravagant raiment, are Jews.

'-iiw. dn efBcient sanitary and ])olico force, 
plenty of water are essential to the com- 
fort, safety and convenience of citizens, 
.who" feel a just pride in having a well- 
o^derejJ and regalated town at which 
people from abroad arrive witii pleas- 
ure and-depart from with a feeling of 
'f^S'^^'') — ''•'^ these essentials iwt\ to-day 
. V' in the posseasion of Victoria- 1 L re- 
mains now for the City Count iilors to 
■■■•'devise the ways and inea;ia for 
bringing and retaining as many people 
_;"'aB possible to enjoy the benefits which 
the enterprise of previous Councils 
have p'rovidedj for wherein lies the value 
.of good streets and sidewalks, abund- 
■. ant water and delightful suburban re- 
' treats if few come to enjoy them. If the 
. ...population of the munici|)ality is de- 
- ■"creasing in place of augmenting; if 
eninloyment is not to bo had by the 
.ybuth of botii se.xes who are' springing 
up about u.s; if our youii!? men and 
young women are forced to .seek in a 
foreign land opportu nitios to labor that 
are not found hero; if townlots are to 
/continue valueless, and houses in gooil 
. ;„ ; repair abanuoned to rats and mice; — 
, whore, we ask, are the good results 
that ought to How from the vast yearly 
expenditure of uuinicijtal revenue to be 
found? In the pa.-it- '!?> 3'ears we have 
sent away §50,000,000 in gold to buy 
articles that might have been produced 
in the province. We have plumed 
^"^ 'ofir'selves through 'all tlie.so long y(uar.-. 
upon the gold production uhich has 
flowed in a nev'er-ceasincr stream to- 
wards a foreign land; and we have e.\per- 
ienced equal pride in drawing attention 
°'fo"lhe constantly-increasing volume of 
our importations- But in tlieresuli 
what has been the efiect of this false 
system wIiIl-Ii lakes wealth fi-oui llu 
soil and puts nothing l)ack i How few 
have gained a competency through 
trade! How many firms have risen and 
flourished for a brief space of time and 
than^died'-out? Where are the money- 
ed men who phould to-day be numerous 
in Victoria? Tiie number of pros- 
perous men might l)e counted upon the 
fingers of one hand, a melunclioly 
fact attributable entirely to the fjer. 
nicious and tnistaken system of the 
past. Wliy should we trouble our- 
selves about the decline of a pui.'iuit 
which should and would have enriched 
. us if the minds of our people liad not 
been absorbed in the (ievelopment of 
trade jn preference to the developiiient 
of those jiiipnt natural resources which 
exist on every -.ifle and which rec|uire 
but till! cjuickening hand of capital to 
spring into activ'ity and usefulness? 
Trade will follow quickly on the heels 
of production. The iirusence of a largn 
manufacturing poi/ulatiou iu Victoria 
would people tho vacant houses, till the 
half C'lipty streets and create a steady 
demunci for merchandise which has never 
been known, and dealers from all 
parts of the province and the northern 
coast would congregate here to m!ii<e 
■ 'tlieir purchases. Victoria jiosscsse.s 
- all the elements of a great manufactur- 
ing centre. Her position for coa.st and 
provincial trade can never be assailed. 
SIjo has abundance of water for manu- 
. facturing purposes ami by extending her 
mains a few miles may increase her 
facilities. Coal in ine.\haustiblo meaK 
ures almost at the very door may be 
had as cheaply as • in Canada. 
Land for manufacturing sites is 
offered free by holders. The 
cost of living, compared with that 
.J -^pf, any other provincial community is 
light, and there is a stcadiiy increasiiit: 
■4; array of boys and girls who are an.vious 
to apply tlieuiselves to useful trades 
at a low rate of remuneration, 
and who under existing circumstances 
cannot find employment. Therefore, 
we say again, that no nobler or more 
beneficial object could engage tlieatten- 
lion of the City Council than the en 
couragtiinoiit of manufactures. They 
ought to devote every dollar of tho 
revenue they can spare — not to the 
construction of now streets (there are 
more now than are used) — but to 
subsidizing and encouragement 
manufacturing eiiterpi'ises. Free water, 
freedom from taxation for a num'oer of 
years and libenil money bonuses should 
be olTered to any respectable pi.T.sons 
'who will establish luanufuctures within 
the city limits. The aim of this muni- 
cipality for tile next few years should 
be to make Victoria a manufacturing 
centre as well as a commercial mart. 
The thing can be accomplished almost 
at once by the exhibition of energy and 
liiiPi-.ilir.v on the part of the Victoria 
City Fathers.

Hwo Sidos to a Question. 

On numerous occasions dnring tho past 
few months remarks have been made in 
ihe.ie columns respecting tho largo amount 
of produce of all descriptions brought to 
this city from tho adjoining territory, 
(Jiugon and California. Ko bettor proof 
that sijincthing is wrong among our own 
liriidiicors and con.siiniors could bo found 
lliaii the fact that so largo an amount of 
iiionuy goes out uf tho proTince for agri- 
cultiu-al produce and for duties thoruoii. 
While those imports reach such .i high 
ligiire monthly there is no inconsiderable 
.iiiiDUut of farm lu'oduco within easy reach 
of this city that cannot find a market. 
The iiucstion naturally arises, why is this? 
IJo dealers in farm produce prefer trading 
ill llio .\morican prodtico even when they 
I'aii get as good or perhaps a botterarticlo 
r.-ii.sed within a few miles of Victoria at 
I he same figure i Or do tho producers ro- 
fu.ie to take tho reduced price brought 
about by competition v>ith tho other side? 
I''ariner8 assort that if tho city had a pub- 
lic market su that they could come in con- 
tact directly with tho consumer a 
much better state of things would exist 
and tliat less money would be sent out of 
llu! country. It is said that a groat many 
tons of potatoes and apples .are still on 
Iiand amfliig farmers in the immediate vi- 
cinity of A^ictoria and yet many of the 
grocoia and dealers trade exclusively in 
the American article. A great many bar- 
rels of cider arc waiting for a market and 
yet a glass of Island cider is scarcely ob- 
tainable, nearly all that is used coming 
from California. Such a state of thiiius 
certainly ought not to c^ist; but where, 
when and how is tho remedy to bo brought 
ubout, and what is that remedy to bo? 

Tolographic. 

Connection was made with Now West- 
minster on Sunday night and the circuit 
is now complete. Tho new gulf cable and 
tho entire system works without fault. 
Upon the completion of tho lino to Now 
Westminster the mayors of Victoria and 
the Royal City exchanged congratulations. 
Ml'. Gisborno s plan for tho laying of a 
cable across tho straits from Cape Uhiiicii 
on Vancouver Island to Freshwater Bay 
on the Washington Territory side has boon 
ujipvovcd by the department at Dttawa.

What efforts are 
tho British Columbian land oflicc ollicials 
making to induce emigrants to come to 
this Province f With land equally good, 
witli a climate mucli more favorable, and 
with the demand for agricultural produc- 
tions greatly in advance of Manitoba, 
nothing is heard about emigrants coming 
to tho Facifie province.

A Dead Villain. 

A contemporary says of the late E. 
A. Sothern : "As moro becomes known 

of the dead comedian, it is plain wliat 
a henrtloss wretch he was. The wife 
ho has disinherited, so far as lay in 
his iiower, had always boon a faithful, 
honest woman. Her .sin, in her eyes, 
was tiiat she would not consent lo pro- 
cure a divorce, or let him procure one 
against her. She never left him until 
he had actually insisted on bringing 
his inislresses in her liouse to live with 
him. Sothern believed in the virtno 
of no woman. He said on one occasion 
that he did not believe in his own 
mother. This sort of thing made him 
in reality a social pariah. Good women 
refused to know him. His conduct to 
the unfortunate woinpii who supported 
him in his plays is so notorious as to 
need no description. It is worthy of 
comment that this man, with all his 
certain sort of popularity and iiis 
money, did not leave behind him one 
sincere friend — not one that cared for 
and regretted him. His own wife and 
children despised hini. Could there be 
a more dreadful epitaph to any man ]" 



(London Telej,'raph.] 

A correspondent writes : Friday, 
February IStli, will be remembered by 
me as long a.s [ live. It is tho custom 
of the artists in Munich to hold an- 
nually a teste called the "Kunstler 
Kneipe." On the occasion of this fes- 
tival, no ladies are admitted, and tho 
artists go in every conceivable costume, 
from that of the Spani.sh grandee to that 
of tho most hideous-looking beggar. 
Tho students belonging to the several 
schools give various entertainments, 
and, as there is much drink to le had, 
and much drank, I need not say that 
it is a very lively nflair. At about 
twelve p.m., just as the festo was at its 
lioight, [ (who was in tho .\nicrican 
"Block Hut"), heard shouts of fire and 
shrieks for help. There was a small 
opening into the street from our hut, 
and a crowd of shrieking people came 
surging in. We, however, joined to- 
gether, ami forced them out into tho 
great hall, where a terrible scone con- 
fronted us. Amid a mass of ]ianic- 
stricken people, rushing in all diioc- 
tions and wildly da.shiiig through tiio 
crowd, were five or six students coin- 
[iletely enveloped in llame.s One of 
the most terribly burned (Ilerr Kriest, 
who li.'iH since died), oauie shrieking 
along, one iiia.'w of (hune, ttud endeav- 
ored to get into our hut. W'e suc- 
ceeded in throwing him down just at 
the door, iind, after pouring all the 
wider we had on Inin, throw a blanket 
over him, and at last o.xtinguislied the 
llames. He was so terribly burned as 
to be unrecognizable. As 1 assisted to 
get him in a sitting posture his flesh 
seemed to peel off in my hand. Wo 
gave him whiskey, which revived him 
a little, and he was then carried to tho 
hospital. Altogether, seventeen per- 
sons were buriit-il, of wdiom twslve 
of those most seriously injured were 
taken to the hospital. Up to the pre- 
sent (February 29tli, '^ p. Ill,), eight aro 
dead, one is ex))ecled to die, and there 
aro three whoso recovery is doubtful. 
What made it still more terrible is that 
most of these burned were dressed in 
an Esquimau.^ costume made of flax, 
nnd fastened to a -dcin tight canvas 
with a son of pitch, which melted with 
the flames and stuck tlio tighter to 
tlioiii. It was horrible to see their 
frantic efforts to rid themselves of their 
fiery robe, but, of cour.so, without suc- 
cess. A curious incident is that the 
Esquimaux had painted on tiieir hut 
words to the following effect; "Will 
be seen to-night sucli n sight as lias 
never been seen before;" and "Is not 
tho devil painted on the wall i" The 
origin of the lire was in the Esquimaux 
hut, where three of thu students were 
sitting together in a small cave at the 
back, selling herrings. One of them 
reached out to got some money, and 
put his arm in the flames of a candle 
that was standing on a barrel. His 
coat of flax was at once in flames. The 
cave being so small, his companions 
could not escape, and so were at onco 
on lire also. Thoy rushed madly 
through the hall, and iu that manner 
cominunieated the flauies to tho 
others. 



An Oriental Fompoii. 

Great exeiteinGiit has just been caus 
ed ut A Igiers among the arelueologists 
and the learned generally by the disco- 
very of an ancient Moorish city, with 
its mosques and monuments, buried for 
ages in tho sand of tiie desert. The 
discovery is due to M. Tarry, Inspector 
of Finance, who immediately communi- 
cated tho fact to tiio Algerian govnrn- 
ment, begging for tho necessary help in 
excavation, and also for a concession of 
the desired space in which to carry on 
the work. The request, it is needless 
to say, has been accorded. " The city 
disinterred " lies in tho environs of 
Ouargla, in the Saliaran Desert. M. 
Tarry identifies it with tho ancient 
City of Oedrata, Bpoken o£ by Largean 
in his work on Biskra. Historians 
describe tlieso wastes of sand as peopled 
centiiries ngo with fiouri.sliing cities, 
Iiaving gardens and artificial wator- 
systoms, all long since destroyed by 
tribal wars, or buried in tlie sand, and 
of which, up to this time no visible 
trace lias remained. M. Tarry describes 
tho site as precisely resembling that of 
Pompeii ; it is buried in tho sand to tho 
extent of from six to ten inotros. A 
niosquo and nine houses Lave already 
been excavated, and the discoverer 
speaks enthusiastically of the richly 
sculptured marblo arches, columns, in- 
scrij-.tion.s. etc., abounding on every 
side, lio intends, however, to reserve 
a full account of his excavations for tho 
Science Congress to bo held in Algiers 
this sjjring ; and nioantime tho works 
are being strenuously pushed on. It 
is noteworthy that the Inspector-Gen- 
eral of !lMiiiea some time since drew 
attention to the fact of artesian 
"nappes," or basins extending there, 
and M. Tarry's first efibrts liavo bomi 
to experiment in tins direction. After 
many unsuccessful attemiits, ho was at 
last rewarded by finding wator and the 
coniniencement of an aqueduct. A fete 
was given to the workmen, in celebra- 
tion of this discovery. As tlie works 
of excavation aro carried on at a dis- 
tance of several hundred iniles from 
the oa.sis of Ouargla, this find has 
greatly facilitated matters, much labor 
and time having been expended in the 
fetching of water.

Wishing his trunk, tho young man de- 
manding to have itl.irought u|), ant! see 
ing i\ man jjassing through tlie losvtsr 
hall, whom lie took lo be the [lorter, lie 
gave his coiuniands ill iiniuqierious and 
lofty tone. The order was obeyed, and 
tho man char;.'ing a quarier, that was 
good only for twenty cents wassliiipod 
slyly into his hand, and was put into 
his pot;ket by the man with a smile.

Rioii.MOXD, Va., IMarch 1. — Freder- 
ick William Davies, a handsomely 
dressed and highly educated young 
Welshman, was whipped here today 
for stealing clothing. Davies says that 
he was educated for the ministry at 
Longsdale College, Bridgewatcr, Eng- 
land, bub shortly after graduating at 
that institution canto lo this country to 
seek otnployment. lie stopped sorao 
time in New York, when, failing 
to find' employment, wandered 
southward and landed here last 
Saturday night. Ue stopped at a 
boarding house, from which lie was ac- 
cused of having stolen about twenty 
dollars' worth of clothing. Among the 
articles found u]ion the i)erson of tho 
prisoner were two handsomely bound 
Prayer Books, upon the fiy-leaves of 
which was written: "Presented to Y, 
W. Davies by B. P. Lamberton, Trin- 
ity Church, Kew York." The accused 
was arraigned in the police court this 
morning, convicted and sentenced to 
receive twenty stripes upon his bare 
back and after the infliction of that 
punishment to leave the city at once.

Bonanza asackay's Ptuchasosin Rimo 

The richest man in idl world, i\lr. 
Mackay of California, was in [ionic a 
fortnight ngo. Nearly three hundred 
millions of dollar.s is said to be the 
amount of his marvelous fortune, a 
fabulous sum, that sounds- as unreal as 
tho stories of '-Ali Baba and the Forty 
Thieves," or '^'Aladdin's Lamp." This 
great bonanza king bought statues and 
pictures right and'left, and his favors, 
like those of fortune, fell into studios 
where it seemed most unlikely for them 
to drop down. 

Florence, the actor, was his travell- 
ing companion, his guide, his philoso 
pher and friend in tlie matter of art. 
Sir. ISIackay visited that beautiful and 
valuable collection of Bculjituro, the 
Torlonia Gallery, in the Lungara, and 
even talked with Prince Torlonia about 
his price. If the Bonanza King would 
only buy that superb gallery nnd jilace 
it in ono of our .Ainerican cities, what a 
public benefactor he would bo ! We 
would then possess in America a col- 
lection of sculpture almost equal 
to that of the Capitol or Vatican. 
After a few days' stay, Mr. Mackay 
whirled off from Botne. He lodged at 
Costanzi's Hotel, His a]iartinoiit was 
adjoining that of a friend of mine. The 
morning Mr. Macl;ay left Boine my 
friend wont into her parlor and heard 
tho two gentlemen talking loudly.

EXT Saw in- .'VMiCiiiCA. — Archibald For- 
bes, the famous war correspondent of 
the London press, recently took advan 
tageof a temporary lull in the warlike 
habits of Euro|ie to make a short visit 
to this peaceful land. When about to 
return to Eurojie he was quitejgraeious 
to a New Y'ork Tribimc interviewer. 
"What do you think of America ?" ask 
ed tho Ti 

nmn, "F think you 
have a country and a people to be ad- 
mired — to use tho mildest term. I have 
been very agreeably disappointed. In 
our [irofession wo arc accustomed to 
study hnnian nature, and while I have 
been in i.liis country I have seen a side 
of character which I nevm- saw befori 
and which I must .say I never expocteo 
to see. The English have the idea that 
the American people aro a race of ill- 
mannert-d, bad tempen-d ],eople. But 
they never were more niist!tki!n in tiieir 
lives. There are no bad inaiiners iii 
this country. What has licen mistaken 
for bad manners is the abru[itness. 
One says to a ticket agent: "Can you 
sell me a ticket to such a place 1" Hr 
rcplio-: "Two tifty," and hands one. oui 
to you, You iiiutuntlv tliiuk; 'Well, 
you are an ill-tempereil fellow not to 
answer iny question," but on reflection 
you become satisfied that it is the most 
(iractical way of doing business. Y''ou 
ask a man to move a little. He does 
not hear you anil he says '•.■\yc," in- 
stead of 'Beg you pardon, sir." But as 
.soon as he catches your meaning he is 
all politeness and takes an in- 
terest in your welfare. "Have you 
noticed any peculiar American 
haldtsf" " Y'es, there is one thiiiL', 
that is the disgusting habit Anicricans 
have of clearing their throats. Cana- 
dians are also jiecaliar. They never 
shut a door, I asked a boy in a hotel 
what a door was for, and he roplieii, 
' To go in by.' But, speaking of Cana- 
dians, reminds me of my trip through 
Canada. It was one continual supper 
— and speech making. I could not get 
away- The Canadians are genial, gen- 
tlemanly men; men of sterling charac- 
ter, who I beliovo mean well. But 
they are insufferably slow. They ad- 
mire tho Anicricans, and when an 
American happens among them they 
receive him with open arms — cannot do 
too much for him. But when they 
cross the bordtn- they are dignity per- 
sonified and keep the Americans at the 
elbow-joint, as if every man they met 
wanted to rob them."

The Directors in making their Ainuial Report have to inform the Subscribers 
that during the past year they have succeeded in purchasing a plot of land of 6'acros 
immediately adjoining the Hospital, fur the purpose of erecting an Asylum for Con- 
valescents in connection with the ilosiiital. I'he (iovernmont have voted a sum of 
money for the erection of tlio necessary buildings; but before tho works could bo 
commenced the Government reipiired the land to be conveyed to tho Crown, which 
has been done. Tho coming spring will, it is hoped, aeo this moat nocesa.iry adjunct 
to tho institutions of tho Province completed. 

Tho Directors regret that tho House of As.iombly have passed a resolution com- 
elotely reversing the policy under which tho Hospital has been for so many years 
not unsuccessfully manngodj hitherto the Government havo been - content with hav- 
ing two Directors on the Board, and as a rule these Government Directors Iiavo boon 
active and useful mnmbors, and havo fuUyanswcred tho purposes for which they were 
placed on tho Board. 

The other Directors are tho noniinoos of the Subscribers. Tho proposed change 
will be detrimental to the interests of those for whom a hospital is supported. The 
attention necessary to details takes up a great deal of time, and to suppose that work 
which is now performed efficiently by eight gentlemen will bo eg^uofly as well per- 
formed by four is supposing too much, and the inevitable result will be a reourrenco 
to the worst evils of tho past. Tho interest which the public now take in the insti- 
tution will, it is fearod, greatly le.sscn, and tho active and friendly assistance given by 
many will hardly bo extended to a purely Government iniititution. 

The Diroctor.s havo again to express their thanlis to Messrs. Dunamuir and tho 
Vancouver Coal Company for donations of coal and to various charitable societies and 
individuals who h.ivo generously contributed to tho support of tho institution. 

Tho aSairs of the Hospital liavo been economically managed, as will bo seen by 
the amount of sufTorings relieved and the Trcaauror's account of the expenditure. 

In closing this report tho Directors regret that tho change introduced by the 
Govcnimciit will prevent them again oHerin^i their services, and from tho tipplications 
which have boon received for a return of subscriptions and the opinions expressed of 
tho change, they fear that the closing of one of tiie moat lu-je/ul iiii»titulions of the 
Province will ultimately be tho result. 

Thcro yet remains to bo considered tho question of the ownership of tho pro- 
perty and the terms on which it was devoted to its present use, and how far tho pre- 
sent changes will affect it. On this subjoot tho Directors arc not yet in a position to 
give an opinion.

In conclusion I have to express my thanks to my professional brethren, who havo 
always rendered nio any assistance I was in need of; and I would wish to draw tho 
attention of tho Board of Directors to the admirable manner in which the Superin- 
tendent, Jlr. Robinson, has conducted tho internal affairs of tho Hospital, showing 
all possible kindness and consideration for the patients coinpntiblo with tho disoipline 
necessary in a public institution.
